Sacrifice Exceeds Compensation. 


Spain's reply today, in substance, 


con- 


tinued by the declaration that the United 
States has offered as a kind of compensa- 
tion to Spain, something very inadequate 
to the sacrifices the jJatter country makes at 
this moment, and she feels, therefore, that 
the United States proposals cannot be con- 
sidered just and equitable. 

Spain has, however, exhausted all the re- 
sources of diplomacy in an attempt to jus- 


tify her attitude. Seeing that an accept- 


ance Of the proposal made to Spain is a 


necessary condition to a continuance of 
negotiations and secing that the resources 
of Spain are not such as to enable her to 


re-enter upon war, she is prepared, in her 


desire to ayocd bloodshed and from consid- 


erations of humanity and patriotism, to 
submit to the conditions of the conquering 
nation, however harsh they may be. 


She is, therefore, ready to accept the 
proposals of the American commissior 
as presented at the last sitting. 

The reading and transjation occupied less 
than five minutes. At the conclusion of the 
translation the ccmmissioners empowered 
Senor Ojeda, secretary of the Spanish com- 
mission, and Secretary Moore, of the Amer- 
ican commission, to draw up articles which 
are to embody the relinquishment of Cuba 
by Spain and the cession by Spain of Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. These articles, 
whiagh may be considered as constituting the 
conditions of p2ace, will be ready for sub- 
mission on Wednesday.

_ Vessels Broken Into Bits. 

In the fury of the storm yesterday two 
newly built barges of the Consolidaed Coal 
Company were dashed to bits almost in an 
instant. On the shores stood scores of 
men who were ready to risk their lives 
to save those who were on many of the 
vessels in the offing driving to destruc- 
cion, 

Captain James, of the life-saving crew, 
was there with his men and boats, but 
he said that the wind blew so fiercely that 
not men encugh could find room in the 
boat to row against the wind. Out of the 
driven snow came the dim outlines of a 
barge with the forms of five men discerni- 
ble on the deckhouse. With a mighty crash 
as it came down on a receding wave the 
barge struck the shore only to crumble 
and then mek into fragments, which the 
Waves in another minute cast upon the 
shore. But in that instant five men es- 
cape@ the impending death, for as the 
barge split in twain the deckhouse slid 
off toward the shore into the surf and at 
the same time men or shore with lines 
about them rushed into the water and 
pulled out the sailors. 

A moment later another barge came 
ashore and was ground up by the waves, 
but nothing was seen cf its crew. 

Soon after this other wreckage came 
ashore and this morning it was seen that 
both the Abel C. Babcock and the Samucl 
W. Tilden had wrecked. No sign of 
the crews of these vessels was found.

CLUB MANAGERS ARE 
WASTING GOOD TIME 


Corbett and Sharkey Tell About Their 
Fake Fight Last Week. 


THE DIRECTORS INVESTIGATE 


Kid McCoy’s Manager Said He Had 
Been Told It Was Prearranged. 


O'ROURKE MAKES NEW — PROMISES 


Parties to the Battle Before the Lenox 
Athletic Club Appear Before Mem-~- 
bers of Association. 


New York, November 28.—James J. Cor- 
bett declared today that he believed Connie 
vicVevr innocent of any intentional or pre- 
arranged wrong doing when’ he entered the 
ring during the ninth round of the Sharkey- 
Corbett contest last Tuesday night at the 
Lenox Athletic Club and consequently 
forfeited the contest to Sharkey. 

This statement on Corbett’s part was 
made at the close of the inquiry which 
w.is instituted by the directors of the Lenox 
club to fix the responsibility for McVey’s 
actions. 

The inquiry or investigation took place 
in the presence of a large number of 
sporting men, the principals with their 
handlers and the club officials being pres- 
ent. The only absentee was McVey, whose 
invasion of the ring caused the trouble. 

State Senator Timothy D. Sullivan, repre- 
senting the Lenox Athletic Club, invited 


any and all of those present to ask what- 
ever questions they pleased of the wit- 
nesses. 

W. B. Gray, “Kid’’ MecCoy’s manager, 
was the first witness. He said that six or 
seven days before the fight, while in com- 
pany with McCoy, he met two representa- 
tives of a local newspaper in the Astor 
house. He told them that a friend of his 
whose name he was not at liberty to di- 
vulge, had informed him that the bout was 
to end in the ninth round and that Shar- 
ney would be declared the winner. 

Senator Sullivan asked Gray to produce 
his informer and promised to give $500 to 
any tharitable organization or institution 
if Gray would bring his man and have him 
repeat the assertion. Gray left the building, 
promising to try and get his friend to reit- 
erate the statement. 

Kelly Blames McVey. 

Honest John Kelly, the referee, said: 

“Up to the ninth round I thought it was 
an even thing, and I firmly believe that 
there was no faking on the part of the 
principals, who were fighting to the best 
of their ability. As to, McVey’s actions, I 
believed then and am still of the opinion, 
that McVey was ‘had’ by some person or 
persons. The reason that I declared all bets 
off was to protect the public, as it was 
clear to me that McVey’s interfering was a 
pre-arranged affair. I cannot say who ‘had’ 
McVey. I don’t believe that he got into the 
ring to save Corbett from defeat.’’ 

George Considine, Corbett’s manager, was 
emphatic in his denial of any knowledge 
of a put up job. 

Charley White, Corbett’s trainer, said he 
knew nothing of any deal or job and no 
man in the world could get him to be ua 
party to any crooked work. He knew noth- 
ing of McVey’s intentions until Connie had 
Jumped into the ring and declared dramat- 
ically: 

“I would kill any one, if necessary ,to 
prevent such an infringement of the rules.” 

Tom O’Rourke,Sharkey’s manager,thought 
Sharkey had undoubtedly the better of the 
fighting. In fact, Sharkey was the only one 
in it. 

“All I am sorry for,” he said, “is {hat the 
contest ended as it did, but such a thing 
cannot occur at the club again, as a new 
rule has Leen made. In case any man at- 
tempts to enter the ring in the future he 
will be promptly arrested and the fight will 
be continued and decided on its merits.’’ 

O'Rourke denied all knowledge of any 
telegrams or documentary evidence which 
would tend to show collusion and stated 
that the amount of money Which Sharkey 
received was $16,845, while Corbett's share 
was $6,845. Those sums were made up of 
55 and 25 per cent of a $20,000 purse, and W 
per cent of the receipts exceeding $40,000. 

Sharkey and Corbett Have a Spat. 

Sharkey on his own behalf stated that 
the fight was on the level. He went into 
the ring to win and was convinced that he 
would have knocked out Corbett in another 
round had the fight gone on. 

Jim Corbett, the last witness, said: 

“IT won't believe McVey was bought. He 
has been with me for many years. I have 
supported him and he has eaten my bread 
and butter. After we returned to my 
dressing room on Tuesday night McVey 
said to my brother Tom: ‘I could not 
the big fellow licked and I got into the 
ring. That is all there was to it.’ I had 
the better of the fight from the second 
round,”

‘‘Neither. did I,’’ retorted Sharkey. 

Both men then assumed menacing atti- 
tudes and it looked for a moment as if 
there would be 2 brawl, but Senator Sulli- 
van, who stood between them, requested 
them to keep quiet and Corbett continued: 

“You're too ignorant to understand when 
a compliment is paid you, Sharkey, but 
I’m ‘Gentleman Jim,’ and always will be.” 

Corbett then went on to say that McVey 
was impelled only by honest motives in 
doing what he did and that no man could 
make him believe otherwise. 

Senator Sullivan reviewed the evidence 
and said: 

“It seems that McVey thought Corbett 
was Leing beaten and jumped into the ring 
to save him. No evidence to the contrary 
is forthcoming and the club directors have 
done all that they could do to set the mat- 
ter right in the eyes of the public. As to 
the bets. we have nothing further to do 
with them.’ 

This ended the inquiry so far as the club 
was concerned. 

After it was all over Corbett declared 
that Sharkey should give him another fight 
and O'Rourke promised to give the Callf- 
fornian a chance.

Bills Introduced by the Alabama Law- 
makers Yesterday—Constitutional 
Bill in the Senate.

Montgomery, Ala., November 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—There was a spirited debate in the 
house today over the proposition to recon- 
sider the vote by which the bill was de- 
feated which sought to deprive Mobile 
county of the privilege of applying to its 
public school fund all of the moneys aris- 
ing from liquor license in that county. 

Mr. Seymour, of Sumter. led the fight for 
reconsi@eration and Messrs. Robinson, Lav- 
retta and Delichamps ably defended the in- 
terests of their home county. After an ex- 
tended and very spicy debate the Mobile 
delegation won by a vote of 53 to 36. The 
joint committee of the houses recommend 
today that the assembly recess on Decem- 
ber 13th to reassemble on January 2th, It 
was suggested, however, that in the event 
President McKinley accepted the invitation 
to visit the assembly on December l7th, a 
change of programme would be necessary 
and the committee’s report was, therefore, 
held up pending a reply from the president. 

The following important bills were intro- 
duced into the assembly today: 

By Senator Meador—To prohibit the sale 
of liquors by a club in the state unless 
the club shall take out a regular retail 
liquor dealers’ license. This bill will likely 
pass the senate and will. create consterna- 
tion in the clubs at Mobile, Birmingham, 
Montgomery, Anniston and Huntsville. 

By Mr. Davidson—To prohibit the running 
at large of dogs in this state when unac- 
companied by the masters, unless a privi- 
lege tax is paid by the owners. which shall 
go into the special school fund of the 
county. 

By Mr. Burkhalter—To apply 
school purposes in Jefferson 
moneys hereafter, collected in said county 
from state license taxes on liquor. Mr. 
Burkhalter desires that Jefferson shall be 
put on an equal footing with Mobile in this 
particular. 

By Mr. Henry—To require owners of dogs 
to pay annual state license fees into the 
publig school fund. 

By Mr. Arlington—To reduce, by 20 per 
cent. all of the fees and salaries of state 
and county officials in Alabama. 

Senator Rather introduced a bill by 
which he seeKs to have Morgan county au- 
thorized to hold an election to determine 
whether or not the county shall {Issue $75,000 
in good road bonds. This amount spent on 
the roads in Morgan would make the sys- 
tem of public 40ads in the Tennessee val- 
ley counties in Alabama practicall¥ perfect. 

Senator Jenkins introduced the constitu- 
tional convention bill into the senate today. 
Tt seeks to provide that an election shall 
be held next August to determine whether 
the people of the state want a new constl- 
tution and at the same time that delegates 
from each county, who shall serve in the 
event the people elect to hold the conven- 
tion. Mr. Jenkins will devote most of his 
attention from this time on to securing the 
passage of his bill.

RULES ANNOUNCED 


United States Supreme Court Hands 
Down Mode of Procedure.

Justice Gray Says Copies Cannot xet

HOW THE ACT IS TO BE HANDLED 


Advance Information by the Justice 
Will Prove of Interest to Attor- 
neys and Others. 


Washington, November 28.—The United 
States supreme court today, through Jus- 
tice Gray, announced the new bankrupt 
rules which it was authorized to frame and 
promulgate under the national bankruptcy 
act of July 1, 1898. The rules have been 
awaited with much interest, number 
of courts declined to proceed With bank- 
cuptey eases until the supreme court an- 
nounced the new rules. 

Justice Gray announced that the new 
rules would take effect on Monday, Jan- 
uary 2, 1899, and that all proceedings here- 
tofore taken substantially in conformity 
to the act and to the regulations of 15867, 
as far as practicable would be upheld, The 
blank forms to accompeny the rules, he 
said, would not be ready for distribution 
for some time, owing to proof, revision, 
etc. 

The rules are preceded Ly an order pre- 
scri¥ing the proceedings in banksuptcy un- 
der the law previous to the day in which 
the rules go into effect. This order is to 
the effect that where the proceedings are 
‘in substantial conformity either with the 
provisions of these general orders, or else 
with the general orders established by this 
court under the bankruptey act of 1867, and 
with any general rules or special orders 
of the courts in bankruptcy, they shall 
stand good, subject, however, to such 
further regulatiorw by rule or order of those 
courts may be necessary or proper to 
carry into force an@ effect the Lankrupt ac} 
of 1898 and the general orders of this 
court.’”’ 

The first rule requires the clerk of the 
court to keep a docket for entering cases 
in their order, with a memorandum of all 
proceedings except those entered by the 
referee. 

Rules 2, 3 and 5 relate successively to the 
filling of papers, to processes, to the con- 
duct of proceedings and to the frame of 
petitions. The clerk is required to indorse 
on each paper filed the time of its receipt. 
All processes are to issue under the seal 
of the court. 

Under the head “eonduct of proceed- 
ings,’ rule 4, it 1s provided that ‘‘proceed- 
ings may be conducted by the bankrupt in 
person in his own behalf or by a petition- 
ing or opposing creditor, but a creditor wiil 
only be allowed to manage before the court 
his individual interest. Every party may 
appear and conduct the proceeding by at- 
torney, who shall be an attorney or coun 
sellor authorized to practice in the circult 
or district court. Notices and orders not 
required to be served on the party person- 
ally may be served upon his attorney. 

Will Be Heard at Debtor’s Home. 

Rule 6; relating to petitions in different 
districts, says: ‘Irn case two or more peti- 
tions shall bé filed against the same indi- 
vidual in differetit districts, the first hear- 
ing shall be had in the district in whieh the 
debtor has his domicile and the petition 
may be amended by inserting an allegation 
of an act of bankruptcy committed at an 
earlier date than that first alleged.

Rule 21 relates to the proof of debts. It 
contains provisions which require that no- 
tices of proceedings shall be mailed to all 
creditors requesting them that the diaims 
of persons contingently liable for the bank- 
rupt may be proved in the name of the 
creditor when Known by the party contin- 
gently liable; that referees may allow the 
re-examination of claims ageinst a bank- 
rupt estate when desired by the trustee or 
ercditor, ant that claims which have been 
cssigned before proof shall be supported 
by a deposition of the owner at the time 
of the commencement of proceedings, set- 
ting forth the true consideration of the 
debt and that it is entirely. unsecured, or 
if secured the security, as is required in 
proving secured claims.

liberty when ne was sober as When he was 
drunk. That they had answered the charge 
of mixing: politics and religion by demon- 
that while potitics a bad thing 
in religion; that religion a mighty good 
thing in a man's politics. He said the 
liquor men are now in the last ditch and 
appealing to the cupidity of men by declar- 
ing how mucn money is invested in this 
business and how much revenue is re- 
ceived from it. The dollar is all that stands 
in the way of prohibition. He argued that 
we import whisky, and that all the money 
Wwe put in it goes to enrich the states that 
make the grain and then whisky, and we 
would save our money by keeping it at 
home and abolishing the traffic. The re- 
port was adopted. 

Young Men on Trial. 

The bishop then called for the admission 
of voung men on trial into the itinerant 
ministry, and James H. House, from the 
Carrollton district; Professor Walter 8.

It is said that 
fully four hundred negroes would have 
been hired had not the plot been discov- 
ered. The anti men say that the idea of 
che pfohibittonists in running the wood 
trains was to get many of the negro voters 
out of the city. The prohibitionists deny 
the report about the wood trains and say 
chat there is nothing in it.

The enormous tax rate under which 
fhe people of Georgia have suffered dur- 
ing the past year has opened their eyes 
to certain facts. 

These people have become convinced 
that they can no more be extravagant 
in their character as citizens than in 
their private affairs. The word extrav- 
agant is here used in its proper sense 
of spending more than one can afford. 
The man in possession of 10 cents who 
spends a dollar, is extravagant; so with 
the state. We have piled up a tax rate 
which hag become a burden upon the 
people both in town and country, and 
as a consequence they have arisen, and 
demand that public affairs must come 
within the limit. These people are 
willing to pay taxes so long as it is 
but a fafr proportion of what they 
make, but when the tax rate becomes 
practical confiscation, when the market 
knocks 3 cents off the price of cotton 
and the tax rate comes in to knock off 
two more, then the farmer begins to ask, 
for what purpose has he worked the 
year through? The answer to this will 
not be satisfactory, if it is but a display 
of sentimentalism. Sentimentalism pays 
no debts and buys no clothes. 

But the other day a remarkable inci- 
dent occurred in Wilkes county, proving 
the depth and the sincerity of the de- 
mand for tax reduction. It is well 
known that taxes in Georgia are largely 
made up of two items in the appropri- 
ation bill, the one of pensions and the 
other of public schools. From the con- 
federate veterans there has come no de- 
mand that the people should be over- 
taxed in the hour of adversity, for their 
benefit. With the public schools there 
was somewhat more of sensitiveness, 
but the Wilkes county incident goes on 
to show that those who are interested 
in education are beginning to see mat- 
ters in their right light. The county 
board of education of Wilkes, of which 
Hon, J. Q. Adams is president, has 
passed a resolution instructing the sen- 
ator from that district and the repre- 
sentative from that county to vote for 
the repeal of the law appropriating the 
extra $400,000 to the school fund for 
1897. In their resolutions the county 
board states: 

The people are bitterly opposed to 
increase of taxation, and the oniv 
sources available are to cut down all 
propriations not absolutely necessary 
the state's current expenses. 

This practical and businesslike course 
is one which was to be expected from 
level-headed citizens of Georgia. 

Another incident on the same line 
comes from Wilkinson county. Senator 
Wood, oh a return to his home, asked 
the county grand jury of Wilkinson for 
instructions as to how he should act 
in the great emergency now upon the 
state. There were twenty-four mem- 
bers present, of whom twenty-three 
voted to cut off the $400,000 extra appro- 
priation and to reduce pension appro- 
priations accordingly. 

It must not be supposed that in this 
action there is opposition to the interest 
of the public schools. On the contra ry, 
those men are the best friends of the 
public schools who would make the 
erowth of the system gradual and in 
keeping with the ability of the people. 
24g best way to break down any public 
institution is to run it so that the pec- 
ple will look upon it as the prime cause 
2 their public burden. On the con- 
trary, as long as the people feel that 
they are being taxed moderately. they 
are willing and anxious that the great- 
est and most favorable consideration 
should be given to the public schoo] in- 
terests. The cutting off of the extra 
$400,000 this year will be but temporary. 
It is not a matter of public policy to 
be pursued by further cuts, but it is a 
matter of public exigency which, it is 
hoped, will pass off with the stress of a 
year or two, and when the state gets 
money in hand and her people feel more 
prosperous, it may be regarded as cer- 
tain that they will deal with a liberal 
hand in the matter of education. 

But right now we are face to face 
with a crisis. We have not only been 
bowed to the ground in trying to meet 
the tax rate of the present year. but 
even that tax rate falls far short of 
meeting the reguirement for which it

| Was imposed, and:>we are threatened 
next year with an increase to $6.94 per 
thousand, which would make Georgia 
the heaviest taxed state in the south— 
a record not very creditable. 
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The Philij-ines. 

There is one fact which deserves the 
serious attention of detaocrats, namely, 
that nearly every demvcratic. paper 
which opposed the Chicago platform, or 
which was in favor of the gold stand- 
ard, is now hotly opposed to the idea of 
expansion. At first a few of them were 
inclined to look favorably on the reten- 
tion of the Philippines, but evidently 
word has gone round among them—or 
a circular has been issued similar to 
that which came to Atlanta begging 
gold democrats to support Colonel Liv- 
ingston’s republican opponent—and now 
they are all in line, pawing up the 
ground and trying to make a great issue 
out of opposition to “expansion.” 

We do not say that there are not 
good arguments against expansion: there 
is much to be said on both sides of the 
question. We simply call attention to 
this curious exhibition of unity among 
those democrats who were opposed to 
the free coinage of silver. ‘They imag- 
‘i@-they have got hold of an issue un- 
der which they may smother the Chi- 
cago platform, and they are using it 
for all it is worth. They are trying to 
make it appear that the whole future 
of the country and the democratic party 
depends on our refusal to touch the 
Philippines, and they are uttering some 
ominous squeaks about it. 

A good many democrats have 
drawn into the discussion unwittingly; 
but we think that even those who have 
taken a position one way or the other 
should have their suspiciong aroused by 
the attitude of the gold democrats, and 
by the unmistakable effort that is now 
on foot to bury democratic pringiples 
and the most vital issues now before the 
people under a hazy but furious opposi- 
tion to expansion, 

The truth of the matter is, expansion 
is in no sense a party issue, and this is 
shown by the division among the re- 
publicans to which we briefly referred 
yesterday. While we think that the 
conduct of the war would have been 
different had the democrats been in 
power, we believe, nevertheless, that a 
democratic administration would deal 
with the Philippine question pretty 
much as the present administration is 
dealing with it. We do not see how it 
could do otherwise. The question fs 
one of the surprises of the war. It 
rose up out of the sea, as it were, and 
before the country could catch its 
breath, the government found itself 
confronted by unexpected responsibili- 
ties which could not and cannot be ig- 
nored. Spanish rule having been over- 
thrown in the archipelago, nothing else 
could be done except that which has 
been done. If it was a mistake to ear- 
ry Aguinaldo back to the islands and 
give him arms, it was a very natural 
one, and, as a mistake, it becomes a 
part of our responsibilities. 

These responsibilities press upon the 
whole country and not upon a party. 
All parties were enlisted in the war and 
men of all political creeds rejoiced at 
the astounding triumph of Admiral Dew- 
ey. The resuit of that victory was 
the overthrow of Spanish rule in the 
archipelago. We are not arguing in 
favor of expansion, nor against it, but 
simply showing the true nature of the 
Philippine question. it is not impor- 
tant enough one way or another to 
justify democrats in using it as a blank- 
et under which to smother the real and 
vital issues of their party. We have 
discussed the question in these columns, 
and we have commented at some length 
on its various phases, but we have never 
regarded it in the light of a mere politi- 
calissue. It is a very interesting ques- 
tion in some of its bearings, but it is not 
important enough to obscure the real is- 
sue of the hour. 

Even if the rea] leaders of the demo- 
cratic party desired to make it an is- 
sue (which they do not) they will 
hardly have an opportunity to do so 
unless they desire to present their party 
to the public gaze ag offering obstruc- 
tion to the peace negotiations at a very 
critical moment. For instance, it is 
well understood that the treaty of peace 
is a matter of only a few days. All the 
features of the protocol have been ac- 
cepted by Spain, after which the draft- 
ing of the treaty is a mere formality 
which will not be delayed. Then this 
treaty, by means of which the Philip- 
pines become a part of our possessions, 
will be laid before the senate, and that 
body will discuss it and vote upon it. 

Now, some of the democratic senators 
are in favor of acquiring the Philip- 
pines, and sOMe are opposed to it. Some 
of the republican senators favor it, and 
some oppose it. But what will be the 
upshot of it all? Will senators under- 
take to reject a treaty of peace on the 
ground that they are personally opposed 
to expansion? ‘It is difficult to imagine 
such a possibility. On the other hand, 
it is easy to imagine democratic oppo- 
nents of expansion as saying to them- 
selves that they will not go so far as 
to endanger a treaty of peace by oppos- 
ing it, but will cast the whole respon- 
sibility of the Philippine business on the 
republican administration where, for 
good or bad, it properly belongs. 

Under the circumstances, therefore, 
the furious efforts of the gold democrat- 
ic newspapers to make a party issue 
out of the Philippine question are both 
curious and suspicious. They are espe- 
cially suspicious in view of the fact that 
these worthy editors desire nothing so 
much as to see the financial issue set 
aside so far as the democrats are con- 
cerned. They are heartily in favor of 
the republican programme to further 
fasten the gold standard on the people, 
but they are not in a position to act 
openly with that party. They would 
rather, if they could, take the democrat- 
ic party away from the real and vital 
issues of the hour and of the time, and 
make it a party of mere opposition and 
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obstruction, with no constructive policy 
at all. 

We advise democrats to steer clear of 
this shallow sand storm which the gold 
democrats are promoting. 


Andersonville Vindicated. 

There are a great Many points in the 
late war between Spain and the Unit- 
ed States“which make plainer some 
events of the past, as indicated in an 
extract from a speech delivered in Se- 
dalia, Mo., by Hon. Charles Coffin, of 
Walnut Ridge, Ark., an extract from 
which is published elsewhere, 

For instance, there is the treatment 
of prisoners of war. Under the best 
of circumstances, prison life brings 
hardship upon its victims, entailing dis- 
ease as well as misery and both followed 
by an increased death rate. When the 
late war between the states was brought 
to aclose, the people. of the north 
seemed ready to forgive and forget 
everything except Andersonville. 
mere mention of what they denominated 
the “great southern prison pen” 
enough to arouse the ire and the in- 
dignation of the relatives and friends of 
the men who had been confined within 
the gtockades of Andersonville. Editorial 
writers, political orators, sensational 
preachers and strong-minded women 
found the subject of Andersonville to 
be one of which the public fever tired. 
Highly colored stories were told of the 
sufferings endured by the prisoners, as 
well as of the great death rate which 
existed among them. It was idle to call 
the attention of these people to the fact 
that the record of their own big prisons 
showed no better result. It was not until 
the late Senator Hill, on the floor of 
the national house of representatives, 
took the subject up with such consum- 
mate skill and convincing argument that 
people began to admit that Anderson- 
ville, perhaps, was not so bad after all. 

Yet the memory of Andersonville 
could not be entirely forgotten, and still 
mention of the name may be occasion- 
ally heard for the purpose of illustrat- 
ing some grewsome story. It is inter- 
esting, in this condition, to recall some 
of the accompaniments of the war 
through which we have just passed. No 
sooner was that war over than the pub- 
lic press was filled with lurid descrip- 
tions of the hardships of the men in the 
field, of the almost criminal incompe- 
tency of the commissary and sanitary 
departments. Coincident with these 
charges there came up the terrible reve- 
lations concerning Camp Thomas in 
Chickamauga park. The complaints 
from this camp, placed side by side with 
the lurid descriptions written years ago 
about Andersonville, would fully hold 
the priority. In the one case, there 
was a nation engaged in a four years’ 
death struggle with a powerful foe, ex- 
hausting all of its energies in meeting 
the enemy at the front. If the prison- 
ers of war of such a nation, located far 
to the inland, should have suffered some 
inconvenience, it would only be what 
should have been expected. In the other 
case, it was a great, powerful united na- 
tion in its conduct, — 2. & 
prison camp, but of a regular army 
encampment. with unlimited ability to 
make it perfect in all of its departments. 
Yet, notwithstanding this fact, the story 
of Chickamauga is one which illustrates 
how difficult it is to mass and handle 
large numbers of men and to preserve 
the sanitary conditions which exist in 
the world at large. 

These two facts are recatled, not for 
the purpose of offensive comparison, 
but simply to show how unjust criticism 
often becomes. There was no more in- 
tention on part of the confederate gov- 
ernment, or any of its officers, to mis- 
treat the prisoners in Andersonville 
than there was on part of the United 
States government and its officers to 
mistreat the brave boys who were en- 
camped upon the plain of Chickamauga. 
In spite of all precaution, in spite of the 
zealous efforts of a noble and effective 
government to surround them with al! 
of the conveniences and comforts which 
should have conduced to their well hbe- 
ing, vet misery, starvation, even iil 
treatment and death have been abun- 
dantly proven, 

In the light of these facts Anderson- 
ville stands fully vindicated. Years ago 
it was established beyond question that 
the prisoners at that point received 
every attention and every comfort which 
it was possible under the circumstances 
to give them. In spite of all this, there 
was a lamentable death rate, and a suf- 
fering which is inseparable from the 
massing of large bodies of men together. 
These same conditions repeated them- 
‘gelves at Chickamauga, notwithstand- 
ing the known and admitted efforts to 
make of it a camp of the highest possi- 
ble character, so far as sanitation and 
the commissary department could 
make it. 


The South and the Democracy. 

The Washingion Post has a _ typo- 
graphically emphasized editorial article 
with this title, in which it pays a very 
high tribute to southern democracy, Our 
contemporary says that the south, today, 
equips the democratic party with most 
of its brains and its conservatism, and 
yet refuses to take its proper place in 
the conduct and management of the 
party. “‘No greater anomaly,’ The Post 
remarks, “can be imagined than that 
which ig presented by the south’s acqui- 
escence in the ridiculous hypothesis set 
up within the democratic councils by 
the north;and east. It has reached a 
point at which even northern and east- 
ern democrats regard it with wonder 
and contempt.” 

If the foregoing had been written in 
the summer of 1896 preceding the Chica- 
go convention, it would have been a very 
timely presentation of one of the most 
odious afflictions from which a party 
ever suffered. Prior to that time, the 
democrats of the north and east, repre- 
senting republican states, insisted upon 
twisting democratic doctrines to suit 
the monopolies and syndicates which 
they represented, and upon naming can- 
didates whom they knew to be in sym- 
pathy with their schemes. The most 
flagrant case in point was the second 
nomination of Grover Cleveland in 1892. 
In the platform, the financial declara- 
tion was arranged to be interpreted one 
way in the sguth, and another way at 
the north and east. 

It is perfectly well known that this 
second nomination of Cleveland was a 
conspiracy of the gold men, not only 
to carry out the wholesale scheme of 
plunder which has actually oceurred in 
the decrease of values and the enhance- 
ment of debts, but to destroy the party 
itself. Cleveland was entirely faith- 
ful to his part of the contract. On 
every occasion he played openly into 
the hands of the men who procured his 
nomination. If they wanted a law vio- 
lated, well and good: if they demanded 


| a midnight bond deal, likewise well and 
good; it was all the same to Cleveland. 
He turned his back on his party and 
his party’s platform, and did his little 


all to destroy the organization. And he 
would have suceeeded but for the south- 
ern democracy, which lost no time in 
repudiating him and his views. 

In 1896, the southern democrats did 
precisely what The Post now advises 
them to do. In co-operation with gen- 
uine democrats from all paris of the 
country—for there is nothing sectional 
about democracy—they took the affairs 
of the party im their own hands. They 
ignored the schemers of the north and 
east, told them the party had a door by 
which men could go out as well as eome 
in, made a platform in which they de- 
clared true democratic principles, and 
nominated candidates of their choice. 

Now, what happened in 1896, will hap- 
pen again in 1900.

Upon reaching his resi- 
dence in New York he found the invita- 
tion of the Jubilee committee of Atlanta 
awaiting h.m and he answered at once 
to the effect that he Would be delighted to 
be the guest of Atlanta on such an occa- 
sion. 

Yesterday afternoon Lieutenant Hobson 
was notified by the banquet committee 
that he would respond to the toast ‘“‘Where 
Duty Calls, We Go.” The toast is one of 
the most fitting that will be responded to 
at the grand banquet and no one around 
the banquet board will be listened to with 
more pleasure than Lieutenant Hobson. 

Colonel West in Charge of Parade. 

At a meeting of the Jubilee executive 
committee helk@ at Jubilee headquarters 
yesterday afternoon Colonel A. J. West 
was unanimously elected grand marshal for 
the big street parade, which, next to the 
banquet, is to be the most prominent feat- 
ure of the Jubilee. 

Colonel West's name was suggested for 
the position by the committee on military 
and civil parade and he has already, in 
the capacity of chairman of that commit- 
tee, done much to make the event a suc- 
cess. . 

Colonel West stated that he had been 
in communication with a number of well- 
known bands throughout the country be- 
sides a number of organizations in different 
parts of the state. He thought that the 
offer of the United States Marine band 
of Washington was the best of any that 
had been heard from. This band is one 
of the most famous in the United States, 
and at the present time has a membership 
of fifty-four musicians. The advantage of 
having such an organization in the city 
for the Jubilee was brought out plainiy

The merchants are now selling 
these bales‘as one hundred pounds, and the 
consumer paying for one hundred pounds 
and only getting sixty-six pounds. It 
defeated in the senate without my having 
an opportunity to @o before the agricultural 
committee.

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Tew Matters of Any Importance Acted 
Upon Yesterday. 

Yesterday’s session in the house was chtef- 
ly ocefipied with matters of routine and 
there was little business of any importance 
transacted. Under the head of reports of 
committees, Mr. Lane, of Sumter, chairman 
pro tem. of the general judiciary commit- 
tee, favorably reported the bil] to reduce 
the salaries of railroad commissioners in 
this state from $2,500 to $2,000 «Rch. Mr. 
Slaton, chairman of the same committee, 
announced that a minority report would be 
made today in opposition to the bill. Mr. 
Turner, of Henry, chairman of the commit- 
tee on library, favorably reported the bill 
to reprint certain Georgia reports. Several 
bills were then taken up and read for the 
second time. 

Set for Tomorrow. 

When the bill of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, to re- 
quire railroads operating in this siate to 
procure domestic charters had been read for 
the second ‘time yesterday, Mr. Hall asked 
that the consideration of the bill be made 
the special order for Wednesday morning 
immediately after the confirmation of the 
journal. He stated that the bill was one in 
which every citizen of Georgia was vitally 
interested and that he hoped that no one 
would object to the request made by him. 
There was ro opposition to the request and 
the bill was given the direction indicated 
by the author. 

A resolution was introduced by Mr. Tur- 
ner, of Henry, providing for the employ- 
ment of an additional porter for the post- 
office department of the house.

Mr. Slaton explained thut the substitute in 
question was the companion substitute to 
the one acted upon on last Friday, and that 
his purpose in making the motion was to 
bring about a conference between the house 
and senate. 

Few Bills Introduced Yesterday. 

When the rol] of counties was called for 
the introduction of new bills there were 
only a few responses, and most of these re- 
lated to local matters. Monday is usually 
somewhat dull in the house on account of 
the absence of members ‘who do not return 
from their respective homes in time to par- 
ticipate in the proceedings, and yesterday 
Was no exception to the rule. But while 
there were few bills read for the first time 
yesterday, there were several read for the 
last time and passed. Among these was the 
bill of Mr. Laing, of Terrell, to amend the 
charter of the city of Dawson, and the bill 
of Mr. Morris, -of Cobb, to make it unlaw- 
ful for persons in this state to discharge 
firearms on Sunday except in defense of 
person or property.

ject, will be accepted by the members of 
the committee.

In addition to the extensions that have 
been grantitd the company, President Am- 
orous stated yesterday chat while the mat- 
ter had not taken definite shape as yet, 
it is the intention of the company to lay 
double tracks in different portions of the 
cliy on the lines already in operation. 

The company has ordered fifteen new 
cars in view of the recent ex‘ensions to the 
road, and they are expected to arrive some 
time in the nexe six or eight weeks. The 
curs, President Amorous states, are to be 
of the latest pattern and improvement and 
will all afford protection fur che motormen 
ang conductors at both ends of the cars.

ASKS NO FAVORS 
OF THE RAILROADS 
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Chairman L. N. Trammell] States His 
Position with Regard te the Carriers. 


NEITHER DEMAGOGUE NOR CZAR 


Feels Very Little Persona] Interest in 
the Salary Bill. 
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GEORGIA’S COMMISSION LEABS ALL 


Eays People’s Interests Depend More on 
Whom They Have To Serve Them 
Than on the Salaries Paid.

WHEN THE BILL TO REDUCE THE 


Salaries of the state railroad commission- 
ers Was before the sub-judiciary commit- 
tee of the house a week or ten days ago, all 
taree of the members of the board were in- 
vited to appear and make statements. They 
accepted the invitation. 

Later, when the b!ll was taken up by the 
General judiciary committee, they were in- 
vited to make additional statements. 

Colonel L. N. Trammell, chairman of the 
board, presented a written statement con- 
cerning the duties of the board and the 
benefit whch it has brought to the people 
of the state. He hag been a member of the 
commission for more than seventeen years, 
and he protested against the insinuation 
that he had received more salary than he 
had earned. 

Speaking of the commission's work, he 
said that there is a large daily correspond- 
This jis promptly answered. When 
a question of law is involved, the subject 
‘s referred to Judge Spencer Atkinson, 
who is in the commission's office nearly 
every day, and if not there, is always 
within call by the telephone. Judge At- 
kinson does much of his work at his law 
office, where he can refer to his law li- 
brary. 

“Commissioner Crenshaw attends regu- 
lar meetings, and at such other times as 
business requires,” said the chairman. ‘It 
may be proper to state,” he added, ‘‘that 
while Judge Atkinson, like Dr. Miller's 
man in Rabun county, was ‘sidewiping 
round for the orthography of a little office,’ 
he was not daily in attendance upon the 
commission; he however, attended all 
trial meetings and prepared decisions ‘n 
adi cases arising which were referred to 
dim.”’ 

Colone| Tramme)l has always given the 
office his entire time. When he was first 
appointed he lived in Dalton, and the went 
home only once a week. Then he moved 
to Marietta so that he could be in the 
office every day and go home at night. He 
said that he ‘had taken advantage of very 
few holidays during his service on the 
board. The chairman invited the commit- 
tee to investigate the work done in the 
office, and said: 

“There is no danger of paying a good 
commissioner too much, and a sorry one 
too little. The gtate is more interested in 
who composes the commission than the 
Salary that is paid. and in my opinion any- 
thing that will tend to lower the standing 
of your commission, which now stands at 
the head of all state railroad commissions 
in the government, would prove to be a ca- 
lamity to the gtate. The ealary is a mere 
bagateltle eémpared to the great work and 
the duty imposed upon the commission and, 
if faithfully performed, the great value to 
the people, 

“I am not much interested in the salary 
question further than it might tend to 
lower the standard of the commission in 
the future, but as a citizen. I am greatly 
interested in the maintenance of the high 
Standard which your commission has at- 
tained. ; 

“The commission occupies the position of 
an agency to the legislature, and I cannot 
express too strongly that you shall look 
more to who your agents are, and how 
they perform thefr duties, than to what 
you pay them. The commission has been 
of incalculable value to the people of Geor- 
gia. Its impairment or destruction would 
prove to be of incalculable detriment to 
the public. 

“When my time expires next October I 
will have served the state eighteen years 
in the very responsible position of a rail- 
road commissioner. I appreciate more 
highly than I can express the great honor 
that my state has done me in confiding to 
me for so long a period of time an office 
of euch great responsibility. I have in re- 
turn given the state the best part of my 
life, and I have given it ‘honest, faithful 
and clean service. When I be@ame a mem- 
ber of this board I determined that I 
would not ask favors of the railroads for 
myself or anyone else. I thought to do this 
would be improper, much like a judge pre- 
siding upon the bench demanding a favor 
of a party to a case on the docket to be 
tried by him. And notwithstanding the 
hundreds of applicationg which I have had 
from friends to aid them in obtaining fa- 
vors from the railroads, I have unwaver- 
ingly stood by my resolve. I did make a 
request of Governor Brown at one time to 
reinstate an enmyployee. With tthe close 
friendly relations existing between the 
governor and myself I felt that in doing 
so | was asking a favor of a friend, and 
not a request of a president of a railroad. 
This is the only exception, and as before 
stated, you will find in the records of the 
office a great number of letters which I 
have written to friends declining to use my 
influence in any way with the railroads for 
the purpose of advancing their interest. 

“~t have tried to perform my official 
duties in a way that would be just to the 
railroads and to the people. I have never 
played the role of demagogue for the pur- 
pise of Obtaining the applause of the 
masses, nor have I, tn the exercise of the 
power confided to me, played Uhe role of a 
ezar. I have honestly and earnestly 
sougiht the right, without regard as to 
whether it was in favor of the people of 
the railroads. 

“Tl invite a most searching investigation 
as to the proof of what I have said of my 
record. with the consciousness that I 
have made during this long term of service 
a record that is absolutely spotless; it has 
neither blot on it nor taint about it, and I 
am prouder of being able to make this 
statement than 1 would be of all the mon- 
ey in your treasury.

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council, That from and after 
the approval of this ordinance there shall 
be a board of visitors for che public schools, 
to be composed of seven ladies, selected 
one from each ward of the city. Said 
members ghall be nominated at the meet- 
ing of the general council succeeding the 
approval of this ordinance by the mayor, 
and such nominations approved by a ma- 
jority vote. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, -—DLhet the said board 
shall have authority, afd it shall be their 
duty, to visic the different public schools, 
familiarize themselves with the conduct of 
both teachers and pupils, the studies, meth- 
ods of teaching, discipline, etc., and at 
¢he close of each term make a report to 
the board of education of their work, with 
such recommendations as they deem prop- 
er concerning the further management of 
the schools; provided, further, that reports 
may be made during terms, if occasion 
arises. 

“Sec. 3. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That the term of ser- 
vice of said members of the board of vis- 
itors shall be two years from date of 
election, or until ¢cheir successors are quali- 
fied. : 

“Sec. 4. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That ail ordinances, or 
parts of ordinances, in conflict with this be, 
and the same are hereby repealed.” 

Officérs Are Elected. 

The organization of che board was effect- 
ed by the election of officers. Mrs. H,. B. 
Wey was elected chairman: Mrs. Robert 
I‘reeman, recording secretary, and Mrs. 
A. V. Gude, corresponding secretary. Tt 
Was decided that the meetings take place 
for the present in the committee rooms 
of the Boys’ High school and that the 
time of meeting be 11 o'clock in fhe morn- 
ing the second and fourth Mondays of 
each month, 

It was decided that the ladies at once 
secure the official reports of the board of 
education, which contain the curriculum 
pursued in every department of the public 
schools, and that they begin their work 
of visiting the schools during the present 
week. 

Individual members will report at the 
various meetings. These reports will be 
formulated in one general report or rec- 
ommendation and be sent from the visiting 
board as a body to the board of educa- 
tion. 

At the conciusion of tne meeting Major 
Slaton met with the ladies, and in the 
course of an interesting talk he explained 
to them many matters pertaining to the 
present public school system and methods 
that will be of great assistance to them 
in the work involved in their responsible 
appointment.

We understand from good authority that 
Louisville and Nashville people are count- 
ing upen a still further rise in Louisville 
stock, based upon dividend prospects. It is 
known that the company carried over from 
last year a surplus of about $1,640,000 cush 
and had no floating debt. It is understood 
that the chairman of the board has ex- 
pressed a wish that the company should 
permanently carry a surplus of about the 
amount taken over frotwa last year, on the 
principle that it gives the company strength 
io have a surplus like this. We understand 
that quite recestly the board passed a 
resolution approving this policy and declar- 
ing further that whatever surplus appears 
from subsequent operations will be strictlv 
paid to the stockholders. The earnings for 
the current six months, from returns so far 
reported and allowing for’ no increases 
during November and December. indicate 
that the company will earn a little over 2? 
per cent. It is inferred. therefore, that at 
the coming meeting of the directors in Jan- 
uary a semi-annual dividend of 2 per cent 
will very likely be declared. On such a 
basis Louisville and Nasiivilie is considered 
worth eertainiy es much, if not more, than 
Union Pacific preferred.

Theoadvices and influences on the price of 
wheat are very mixed and contradictory. 
Krom one standpoint it looks ¢oo low and 
enother toe high. The quantitv of whent 
coming forward continues on an enormous 
ecale and for the week was the largest bv 
* 500,000 bushels for any corresponding week 
on record, and bids fair ito turn ahead of 
the phenomenal figures of 1891 and 18"2. On 
tie other hand, however, exporis are ona 
similarly extended scale, surpassed onlv 
by 1897, with the visible supply reduced to 
meager proportions. Late cables repert 
the entire world’s wheat crop outlook giv- 
ing favorable promise for che eoming sea- 
son anda full acreage. The reports 
damage from Hessian fiv in Indiana 
gest that there are many dingers 
possibilities before harvest in this coun- 
trv. although the present outlook is almost 
perfece, Tt is claimed that the invisible 
wheat supplies have 'areely increased and 
empty corners filled up, in which case the 
vis‘ble will increase rapidly for a. while 
at ieas*. With exports for the week above 
five million bushels, there is a considerable 
balance to be accounted for the present 
week. Argentine shipmerms have again 
d'sappeared and the Eurovnean and Asiatic 
exports for the week are expected to be 
small, perhaps rallving the market at the 
beginning of the week.

SHARP LOSS BARLY 
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Feature of Trading Was Heavy Liquida- 
tion of December Wheat. 


EARLY DECLINE RECOVERED 
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Russia’s Sma!] Shipments Turned Tide. 
Corn and Oats Strong and High- 
er—Provisions Unchanged. 


Chicago, November 28.—Russia’s small 
contribution to last wéek’s world’s ship- 
ments turned a weak wheat market into a 
strong one today and resulted in a recovery 
of an early loss and an advanle of 3-8@ 
we, A feature of trading was the heayy 
December liquidation. Corn and oats were 
strong on the cash situation and prospects 
of softer weather and advanced.about %c 
each. Provisions closed unchanged. 

The early tendency of wheat was toward 
higher prices. Holders of December and 
May, who were disposed to continue the 
liquidation that made such a weak market 
Saturday. were deterred from selling at 
first by the firmness shown by Liverpool, 
where an opening 3-8@'¢d decline Was more 
than recovered by. the time trading com- 
menced* here. Liverpool stocks were report- 
ed today at only 600,000 bushels, showing 
a reduction for the week of 150,000 bushels, 
and to this smal! amount of available 
wheat was attributed the strength of the 
English market. Northwest receipts were 
1.598 cars compared with 2,001 last week 
and 1,443 a year ago. Chicago receipts were 
147 cars, 27 of contract grade. But after a 
short period of dullness, during which t{me 
the smaller shorts covered moderately, the 
market weakened and for over an hour 
the tendency was distinctly downward. De- 
cember developed the most weakness, at 
one time selling at %d discount under May. 
Every trader with December long wheat on 
his hands appeared to be anxious to liqui- 
date in advance of the regular delivery 
day, and the pressure from this source was 
altogether too heavy for the limited demand 
to cope with. For this reason the market 
became. weaker than appeared warranted 
by the situation. Outside selling was quite 
prominent during this period of liquidation, 
St. Louis holders putting Jarge quantities 
of wheat on the market. May opened ‘4c 
higher at 6644.@6614c and finally declined to 
G4c, the low point of the day. December 
started 4c higher at 65 7-8@66c. It sold at 
664,c for a moment or two then slowly slid 
off to 6544c. About 11:30 the market began 
to improve. Primary receipts were very 
heavy and the. visible increase—1,977,000 
bushels—was clearly more than expected. 
But there was a good export demand, about 
33 loads being disposed of at the Seaboard 
and 250,000 bushels here. This drew atten- 
tion to the world’s shipments figures, which 
again showed a big falling off from Rus- 
Sian ports. Out of a total of 7.761.000 bushels 
shipped from all points to Europe, Russia 
contributed but 992,000 bushels, while Cana- 
da and the United States sent 9,825,000 bush- 
els. It was figured that Russia had not 
raised so large a crop as claimed, or has 
resolved to hold it for higher prices. Either 
explanation was bullish and had early in- 
auence on the market. Liquidation gradual- 
ly ceased and the demand from shorts 
grew heavier. The market during the last 
hour’s trading was decidedly strong, prices 
advancing steadily under an increasing gen- 
eral demand and highest prices were reach- 
ed shortly before the close. May advanced 
to 663-8c and closed at 6614@663-8c. December 
advanced to 66%4c and closed at 6614@6614c. 

Corn developed a good deal of strength, 
ponsing firm even when wheat was in the 
umps. Local bulls increased their lines and 
shorts covered actively, Prospect of softre 
weather was a bull influence. Receipts were 
very light at 173 cars, and the seaboard and 
local demand excellent, sales here being 
put at 500,000 bushels, The market increased 
in strength as the session advanced and 
highest prices prevailed at the close.

Ycrk, November 28.—By Associated 
Press: The cctton market opened with un- 
usval cxeitement and very lively trading. 
Prices jumped 1 to 6 points on first sales, 
wand tor a time the situation looked very 
squally to the bear crowd. Covering was 
engaged in freely, in fact the larger part 
of the early buying done was for the ac- 
count of shorts. Foreign representatives 
were in possession of large buying orders, 
v hile nearly all dispatches from the south 
were for the purchase of the January, 
March and later deliveries. For the rest of 
the session, however, prices fluctuated 
within a comparatively narrow range. The 
principal cause of the bull movement was 
an unfavorable set of weather advices and 
adverse crop news, Liverpool furnished 
additional support by sending strong cables 
relating to spot and future cotton at that 
point as well as yarns and cloths at Man- 
chester. Rumor had it that spot cotton 
was stiffening throughout the south. Late 
in the forenoon the local market .showed 
some signs df wavering as the result of 
profit-taking and short selling by a few 
of the more reliant bears, the latter being 
on the theory that taflay’s bulge had sent 
prices to the top notch for the time being. 
Under this pressure prices went off several 
points, but ralli@ad again later in the day 
on another scare of shorts to cover follow- 
ing a forecast from Washington for the 
next twenty-four hours of general rains or 
snow throughout the eastern and central 
portions of the belt, where picking was 
already said to have been brought to a 
standstill by heavy precipitation. At the 
close the future list was very steady with 
the net advance a matter of 12 to 14 points. 
Trading continued on liberal lines up to 
the very last moment, and was quite 
general,

the Atlanta fire de- 
partment are T. F. Eubanks, driver of 
chemical engine No. 1, and StocKing Foot 
Joe. The one is the oldest fireman in ac- 
tive service in the department and probably 
in the south, the other is the oldest horse 
in active service, and he now stationed 
at No. 7, where he does light work. but 
occasionally takes runs when younger 
horses are sick or need shoeing. Both the 
veteran man and the veteran horse are 
thoroughly reliable and have rendered the 
city valuable service during their long con- 
nection with the department. 

Mr. T. F. Eubanks is now fifty years of 
age. He began his connection with the de- 
partment in 1871 while it was still strug- 
gling as a volunteer orgunization and while 
John Berkeley was chief. Mr. Eubanks be- 
gan as a driver and he was found to be of 
such value in this position that he has 
never been discharged,

then only three fire houses in the city, and 
it was regarded as a great event to see the 
department go dashing through the streets. 
The apparatus at headquarters was pulied 
by hand when Mr. Eubanks bégan his ca- 
reer as a fireman. Soon after his coming, 
however, a large gray horse was purchased, 
Later another horse was added to the prop- 
erty of the department, and the purchase 
of these horses is regarded by the veteran 
firemen #f Atlanta as the turning point in 
the history of the department. 

These horses did good service, but the 
chief of the department thought they could 
have Jasted longer, and Consequently when 
they played out he purchased two mules to 
pull the apparatus at headquarters. These 
were not the sleepy, lazy, kicking animals 
such as now haul drays over the streets of 
the city,-but were energetic and could turn 
a mile neatly if the proper inducement was 
offered. 

Mr. Eubatiks furnished this inducement 
and obtained some good speed out of the 
two Georgia mules. He also trained them 
to jump to their places at the sound of a 
gong, which he industriously sounded in 
the rear of the engine house when an alarm 
was s@it in. These mules did such good 
service that when they died two more were 
purchased, After they had done their part 
horses were bought and mules have never 
since been used in the department. 


Mr. Eubanks’s Career. 

When Mr. Eubanks joined the No. 1 com- 
pany as a driver he found that thé com- 
pany had the government contract to de- 
liver the mails, and it became part of his 
duty to carry letters on the fire apparatus 
to the trains from the postoffice, which was 
then located in the old capitol huilding, cor- 
ner Forsyth and Marietta streets. 

The fire company had nad this contract 
for four years when Mr. Eubanks joined 
and he carried the mails for six years. He 
met every train arriving into and leaving 
the city. When fire alarms were sent in 
while he had the mail on the apparatus he 
would simply apply the lash, put a little 
more energy into the movements of his 
mules and reach his destination, either the 
depot or the postoffice sooner. 

This done, he would hastily deliver the 
mails, obtain his receipt and then make 
a dash for the fire. After doing this for six 
years it was decided that the fire apparatus 
had best remain at headquarters and the 
contract with the government was not re- 
newed., 

Mr. Eubanks is very quiet and retiring. 
It is seldom that he grows reminescent. and 
even then he prefers talking of tee deeds 
of other men.
